From all the fire and counter¬ 
fir# regarding the continued lffe of 
the NRA, one thing definitely 
emerges—politically the NRA is 
bad medicine. 

This is why the senate is so 
hostile. Democrats in the senate 
want to steer clear of it for that 
reason. Republicans want to use 
It as campaign ammunition against 
the democrats. Neither wants to 
take the risk of championing it. 

Political fright is the main fac¬ 
tor behind the senate finance com¬ 
mittee's vote to grant the NRA a 
breathing spell only until next 
April. The committee did not dare 
flaunt the President outright by 
going the whole way and voting 
to junk the NRA entirely—as all 
but a few members would have 
liked to do. 

But it did the next thing to it. 
Its proposal would strip NRA au¬ 
thority to the bone, would limit its 
existence to such a brief period 
that there is grave doubt of its 
chances to survive. 

Members of the senate commit¬ 
tee are boasting openly that if 
their short-term program goes 
through it will be the beginning 
of the end for the Blue Eagle. 

And frightened administration- 
Ites are not disputing the asser¬ 
tion. They know only too well 
how true it is.

Design Prepared 


Group Presents Two 
Grievance Claims 
to SERA Head 


LOS ANGELES, Friday, 
May 10. UP)—Possible loss of 
$8,000,000 to the Los Ange¬ 
les county flood control dis¬ 
trict in construction of San 
Gabriel dam No. 1, was indi¬ 
cated today in an announce¬ 
ment by the U. S. department 
of agriculture it had disapproved 
structure plans of C. H. Howell, 
chief engineer of the district. 

Notification of the agricultural 
department’s action was received 
by Howell from the agricultural 
department and Edward S. My- 
att, state engineer. 

Disapproval of Howell’s mod¬ 
ified design for the dam will 
mean, flood control officials 
said, that the dam will have 
to be abandoned or a new de¬ 
sign prepared. 

The county already has paid 
more than $3,000,000 to the con¬ 
tractors for work on the struc¬ 
ture but is obligated to pay more 
than $8,000,000 under the terms 
of the contract. 

In addition the county has spent 
approximately $4,000,000 for the 
original “high dam” in San Ga- 
1 riey canyon, which was aban¬ 
doned several years ago when the 
abutment on the west side of the 
stream was found to be unsafe. 


MALONEY BILL DELAYED 
SACRAMENTO — The Ma¬ 
loney bill, passed by the assem¬ 
bly, requiring the general pre¬ 
vailing wage rate to be paid on 
all public works, was still in the 
Senate committee today after 
extended arguments last night. 


Farm labor trouble had broken 
out in Santa Ana again today. 

A self-appointed mass grievance 
committee yesterday confronted 
Acting Assistant SERA Director 
William Tway with two claims; 
They could not earn a living at 
wages paid for beet work; they 
should not travel more than five 
miles to work. 

National Reemployment Service 
had 200 jobs open yesterday. Of 
822 men who came to the office 
all day, only 25 accepted work. 

Tway moved the objectors to 
Birch park for a mass meeting. 
He told them th® agricultural 
labor policy was determined by the 
Orange County SERA board, not 
by the directors. His suggestion 
they appoint a committee to meet 
with the boa-d was accepted and 
the meeting adjourned 

Not Spontaneous 

That five written complaints 
were prepared before the meeting 
indicated the gathering was not 
spontaneous. A stir of "something 
afoot” was detected in the morn¬ 
ing at the post office building 
by NRS Director Fallert. 

The 175 jobs not accepted at 
NRS were beet thinning, weed 
hoeing and similar tasks. Charles 
Fallert, NRS director, did not give 
a direct explanation of why men 
refused the jobs but believed many 
still have the notion SERA will 
provide for them if they do not 
work. The physical task of hand¬ 
ling 822 people in one day by a 
limited staff had some bearing on 
jobs not being taken.

COMMUNIST PLOT 

LONDON — The Exchange 
Telegraph correspondent at 
Stockholm today reported that 
the Soviet flag had been un¬ 
furled from the masthead of the 
“Drottning Vict-'-ia,” one of the 
Sweden’s largest battleships, 
causing wild rumors of an up¬ 
rising plotted by Communists. 


A blast from the breaking of a 
gas pipe line near the Arches, fol¬ 
lowed by flames when the escap¬ 
ing fuel caught fire, startled New¬ 
port Beach residents near tne 
Arches at 4:06 a. m. today and 
provided a brilliant spectacle for 
a brief period, until the gas was 
shut off ami the flames subsided. 

Only slight damage resulted, and 
the gas service wa3 interrupted 
for o ily a brief time, according to 
Fred Uerker, distilc. manager for 
the Southern Counties Gas com¬ 
pany here. 

The only Injury indirectly re¬ 
sulting from the explosion came 
to Eugene Swanson of the New¬ 
port Beach fire department. 
After the apparatus had re¬ 
sponded to the rail, Swanson 
sustained a broken leg in a traf¬ 
fic accident on the way back to 
the station. 

The fireman was riding on the 
back of the truck. Assistant Chief 
Briscoe, driving a smaller car be¬ 
hind the truck, was unable to stop 
quick enough when the truck came 
to an abrupt halt for traffic. 
Briscoe was wearing rubber boots 
which were wet and slippery and 
his foot was reported to have 
slipped from the brake pedal. His 
car crashed into the rear of the 
truck, injuring Swanson, who was 
taken to the county hospital. 

Service Continued 

The gas line supplied San Diego.

STRIKE SITUATION EASED 
SAN FRANCISCO — Tense¬ 
ness eased in ports of the Pa¬ 
cific today as talk of a coast¬ 
wide maritime walkout in sym¬ 
pathy with striking oil tanker 
sailors subsided, somewhat. One 
union signed an amicable agree¬ 
ment and a similar understand¬ 
ing with another was being con¬ 
sidered. 


INTERNAL REVOLT 

yHE walkout of the auto workers 

was a declaration of war upon 
others besides the employers who 
refused union recognition. It was 
also a rank-and-file uprising 
against A. L. of L. leadership. 

The inside fact is that the A. F. 
of L. moguls disapproved of a 
strike in the industry as heartily 
as the auto magnates. 

First, they privately doubted its 
chances of success and were fear¬ 
ful of the consequences of a de¬ 
feat. Second, they were deathly 
afraid of possible reverberations 
among restive workers in the steel 
and textile industries, where 
strong insurgent elements are de¬ 
manding militant action. 

And finally, the labor chieftains 
in their truce pact with the Presi¬ 
dent several months ago promised 
to keep the lid down on labor dis¬ 
turbances until the NRA and 
Wagner labor disputes bills had 
been disposed of. 

But the auto workers took the 
bit in their teeth. 

In secret polls conducted by the 
A. F. of L. they voted overwhelm¬ 
ingly for resort to the picket line 
to enforce their demand for union 
recognition. After weeks of wait¬ 
ing for their leaders to act on this 
mandate, nothing happened. The 
workers walked out — on the 
leaders as well as on the bosses. 

So out of touch was the A. F. 
of L. leadership with what was 
going on among the workers that 
Francis Dillon, chief auto organ¬ 
izer, was in Washington when the 
first outbreak occurred in Toledo. 

It is significant of the underly¬ 
ing distrust of the embattled 
workers for the A. F. of L. gen¬ 
eralissimos that they have set up 
their own strike committees, vest¬ 
ed with the sole power to make 
peace terms.

10. UP )—In an effort to wind up 
the congressional session by ear* 
ly July, senate democrats in con* 
ference today decided to stand by 
the finance committee’s proposal 
to extend NRA only until April 
1, 1936. 

House leaders are understood to 
approve the two-vear extension 
requested by the administration. 
It looked like a contest lay ahead 
to reconcile the divergent views. 

Senator Robinson, the democra¬ 
tic leader, said several proposals 
for amending the extension reso¬ 
lution were presented, but all 
were rejected on the ground they 
would prolong the congressional 
session or endanger enactment of 
legislation to continue NRA be¬ 
fore it expires June 16.

HONOLULU, Friday, May 10. 
UP )—Official secrecy today veiled 
the whereabouts of 46 navy sea¬ 
planes which roared away from 
here yesterday morning on a trail- 
blazing mass flight toward Mid¬ 
way island, 1323 miles distant. 

As the hours passed with no 
word given out, speculation grew 
here that the huge armada— 
greatest ocean flying group ever 
assembled — possibly stopped at 
French Frigate shoals, 500 miles 
away, or at Pearl and Hermes reef, 
100 miles from Midway. 

Rain was falling and a 24-mile 
wind blowing at Midway when the 
airmen took off starting at 7:18 
a. m. (9:48 a. m., PST.), lending 
credence to the belief the planes 
might have stopped short of the 
tiny island. 

There is no means of communi¬ 
cation between here and the shoals 
or Pearl and Hermes reef, and 
since radio silence is maintained 
at Pearl harbor there was no im¬ 
mediate way of determining the 
planes’ whereabouts. 

Time Estimated 

Ten to twelve hours had been 
estimated as the time necessary 
for a flight to Midway island, 
which would have brought the 
planes there from 5:18 p. m., to

In the note White identified 
himself as a disabled emergency 
officer of the United States army 
and said he had been dropped 
from compensation because of leg¬ 
islation affecting veterans for 
which he bl lined President Roose¬ 
velt. 

“Roosevelt, the arch-enemy of 
the veterans, by order of Ber¬ 
nard Baruch, is my murderer,” 
he wrote in a note left in his 
room, “as well as of hundreds of 
other veterans not able to strug¬ 
gle on. May God forgive him, 
for I cannot—not for my own 
case, but for hundreds of my 
buddies.” 

He was registered at the hotel 
as C. R. Watson of Columbus, O., 
but said in the note he had so reg¬ 
istered "because afraid the hospi¬ 
tal would not take me” if the cor- i 
rect name appeared.

Take Off Rapidly 

The fighting planes, fueled and 
groomed during the preceding 
night, required one minute less 
than two hours to get into the air. 

Somewhere in the triangle 
bounded by Hawaii, the mainland 
and the Aleutian islands, the 153 
ships of the fleet were carrying 
out training problems, of which 
the flight was only one phase. 

Radios of the fighting craft have 
been silent since this mighty force 
put to sea from Pacific ports a 
week ago, and the exact problems 
undertaken will remain official 
naval secrets.

SACRAMENT O, Friday, May 
10. UP )—A more or less unani¬ 
mous feeling that any new taxes 
imposed to balance the 1935-37 
budget for the state should be 
limited to a period of two years 
was displayed today by the joint 
legislative tax steering commit¬ 
tee seeking a compromise revenue 
program. 

The attitude of the committee 
was revealed shortly before it met 
with Governor Merriam at his 
suggestion to review with him 
the progress of its work over the 
past two weeks. 

A distinct feeling was apparent 
that any new taxes should be 
for the purpose of meeting emer¬ 
gency conditions and should not 
be extended into the 1937-39 bi¬ 
ennium. 

The conference developed a 
warning by the governor that a 
special session of the legislature 
might be necessary because of ris¬ 
ing commodity prices. 

Coincident with this develop¬ 
ment came an assertion from one 
of the committeemen, Assembly- 
man Hunt, Los Angeles, that the 
committee's estimate of $104,000,- 
000 as the revenue possibility of 
a group of new taxes was "cer¬ 
tainly too high, possibly by $25,- 
000 , 000 .” 

A note of suspicion that behind 
this situation might lie the road 
to an ad valorem tax was sounded 
by Hunt, a strong opponent of 
such a tax. 

Another Complication 

Another complication which en¬ 
tered the financial picture over¬ 
night was the revelation that al¬ 
though the committee has set a 
figure of $30,000,000 as the amount 
of relief funds necessary in the 
1935-37 biennium, the federal gov¬ 
ernment has served notice that it 
will expect the state to provide 
$44,000,000. 

A third contingency not provided 
for so far by the committee is 
that the state will need consider¬ 
ably more money, possibly $10,- 
000,000, than the $6,800,000 alloted 
in the Merriam budget for old age 
pensions if pending legislation be¬ 
fore congress is enacted. 

This situation is brought about, 
said tax experts, by the fact that 
estates are alloted 18 months for 
probate, and no state taxes need 
be paid in this period.

MAKE SLATER'S YOUR MARKET 
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This is the testing laboratory for 
the whole project. The mate¬ 
rial used in the work is put 
through high pressure here to de¬ 
termine whether or not It is ca¬ 
pable of standing up under fu¬ 
ture use. All of these tests are 
made under the supervision of 
trained engineers employed by the 
Metropolitan water district. 

We proceeded on without stop¬ 
ping to division 3 headquarters 
where we had an excellent lunch 
In the mess hall of the camp. 

The high standard of food 
served to the men was one of 
the outstanding Impressions we 
all received. Having eaten in 
construction camps, on other 
projects, the quality of food 
served at all of the camps on this 
job is a revelation. We were told 
that in spite of this, some of the 
men grumbled. Speaking for our 
party, It was all we could do to 
get Joe Smith away from the 
mess halls and meal time did not 
get around soon enough for the 
rest of us. 

Review Open Ditch 

During the afternoon, we thor¬ 
oughly reviewed the open ditch 
construction. These ditches are 
20 feet across at their base and 
11 and a half feet deep. The 
sides and base are lined with re¬ 
inforced cement. Special ma¬ 
chines have been designed and 
built to pave these open ditches 
as never before has a similar piece 
of construction been attempted. 
Big siphoons are installed to en¬ 
able flood water to pass without 
disturbing the open ditch. 

Another fine meal at division 
2 headquarters, a partial inspec¬ 
tion of the Whipple mountain 
tunnel, and a good night’s sleep 
at division one headquarters com¬ 
pleted the day. 

We spent practically all of 
Thursday Inspecting tunnel con¬ 
struction, of which there will be 
92 miles when the project is com¬ 
pleted. These tunnels are 16 feet 
in depth and are horse-shoe 
shaped. Depending on the charac¬ 
ter of the soil, this work costs 
from one hundred to one hun¬ 
dred and twenty dollars a linial 
foot. Nearly all of the work is 
through solid rock and it is nec¬ 
essary to blast the way through. 
The greatest distance gained in 
a 24-hour period to date is 64 
feet. Work Is progressing in all 
of the tunnels and keen competi¬ 
tion exists between the various 
camps for daily progress. The 
high type of men employed on 
this job was a thing that made a 
great Impression on all of us. I 
am told that there are 95 San¬ 
ta Ana men employed on the Job 
at the present time. Each tunnel 
is a separate job and handled by 
both contract and the district it¬ 
self. 

Through Ttinn;l on Train 

We made a thorough inspection 
of the west portal of the Coachella 
tunnel. We were taken to the end 
of the tunnel, over two miles in, 
on a little electrically powered 
train that serves as a means of 
carrying out the loose dirt. Air 
is piped into the point at which 
the work is being done to make 
working conditions as good as pos¬ 
sible. 

The tunnel work consists of 
three phases: drilling of holes for 
dynamite, blasting, and mucking 
the loose dirt out. The drilling is 
done by air compressor drills oper¬ 
ated by nine different men at the 
same time to speed the work 
along. The holes are made six feet 
deep and loaded with dynamite. 
After they are blown out, the 
"mucking machine," another piece 
of equipment made exclusively for 
this job, proceeds to clear the tun¬ 
nel out for the drillers to go back 
to work. This whole process, de¬ 
pending on the type of soil en¬ 
countered, takes from three to five 
hours. 

Lunch at Camp 

Lunch at Berdoo camp, dinner at 
Long canyon camp, and a lovely 
drive home in the cool of the eve¬ 
ning brought to a finish an enjoy¬ 
able and educational trip second 
to none. 

The general consensus of our 
party was that Santa Ana, Ana¬ 
heim and Fullerton can well be 
proud to be member cities of this 
tremendous project. We were all 
convinced that the work is being 
done as thoroughly and economic¬ 
ally as possible, and the benefits 
derived will completely justify the 
$220,000,000 expenditure.

WASHINGTON, Friday, May 
10. i.SP)—The opinion that issu¬ 
ance of $2,000,000,000 in new 
currency to pay off the sol¬ 
diers’ bonus would constitute 
inflation to the extent that it 
created a “fear psychology that 
would cause a rapid velocity of 
funds,” was expressed today by 
Marriner S. Eccles, governor of 
the federal reserve board.

Economic Failing 
Cited by Banker 


“Can Industry permanently sup¬ 
port the 20 to 25 millions now on 
relief?" 

Homer C. Chaney of the First 
National bank last night presented 
that question of leading econom¬ 
ists at a talk in the Willard junior 
high school auditorium. 

Forty-four per eent of .Ameri¬ 
can homes do not measure up 
to common comfort and de¬ 
cency, do not have sanitary con¬ 
ditions or the convenience of 
electricity, Mr. Chaney said. The 
tenement district in many large 
cities composes one-fourth of 
the entire population, he de¬ 
clared. 

"Eighty per cent of all resources 
have been pledged in debt. One- 
third of all workers are unem¬ 
ployed. Government is entering 
into business and there is a con¬ 
stant increase in social legislation. 
Our sixth year of relief is just be¬ 
ginning with a record behind us of 
having spent $11,500,000,000,” he 
said. 

These conditions have caused 
leading economists to predict that 
there is danger of our failing as a 
democracy on the relief program 
alone, the speaker declared. 

“Probable Trends of Future in 
Economics,” will be Mr. Chaney’s 
talk next Thursday.

Fifth in a Series of Eight Articles 

BY ROBERT E. GEIGER 

GUYMON, Okla., Friday, May 
10. (Ah—There have been worse 
winds in the Oklahoma panhandle 
than the ones which harassed its 
31,060 inhabitants this spring, but 
never has there been a more 
severe drought, says Charlie 
Hitch, who claims to be the first 
settled "on the Coldwater.” 

“I camp here when there was 
no law in the panhandle except 
old Judge Colt,” says Hiteh. “In 
all the years, since 1886, we 
never have had to ship out cat¬ 
tle to get them feed. This year 
we are going io have to ship un¬ 
less we get heavy rains very 
soon. 

"There was a time when I had 
10,000 head of cattle on my ranges 
and they got fat. We shipped cat¬ 
tle to Kansas City that looked 
like grain-fed beef. Now I have 
only 800 head and the range isn't 
going to keep them alive unless 
we get lots of moisture. 

Fourth Year of Drought 
“But I'm not discouraged. I sup- ! 
pose all cattlemen always operate 
on borrowed money. I haven't had 
to borrow any more this year than 
I usually do and I haven't had to 
ask the government for any help 
yet. 

"This is going on the fourth year 
of drought, and I never remember 
when we had such a long dry spell 
before. We did have dust like the 
kind that has come this spring," 
Hitch says if rains come soon 
enough he will have a wheat crop 
He has 2500 acres in wheat. A 
good portion of it still was grow¬ 
ing after dust storms that lasted 
a month. 

It’s ‘Great Wheat Country’ 

"Financially we aren't in critical 
shape," declares Hitch, an elderly, 
cleanly shaved rancher. “This dust 
has been darned inconvenient but 
it hasn’t hurt the stock much ex¬ 
cept for the shortage of feed that 
has resulted.” 

There are hundreds of wheat 
raisers in the three panhandle 
counties of Cimarron, Beaver and 
Texas. 

One of these is A. L. Thoreson, 
whose home is just over the Texas 
line south of Guymon. 

'T’ve been In this section many 
years,” he says. “It’s the great¬ 
est country In the world for 
wheat raising. 

"Take this year, for instance. It 
looks this spring like we won’t 
have a crop. But the whole situa¬ 
tion can be changed overnight by 
one good, soaking rain. Things 
j will get as green from a little rain 
as the blue grass country. 

“The government is paying us 
more than $1 an acre in benefit 
payments, and that will tide 
us through,” says Thoreson. 

I. R. Bryan, who farms a quar¬ 
ter section northwest of Guymon, 
says he could have left there 10 
years ago with $35,000 in his 
pocket, the accumulated profits of 
20 years In the Panhandle. 

Going to Hang On 
"I made that money in row 
crops, such as corn, and I lost it 
trying to raise wheat the past 10 
years." 

"I haven’t got a dime left. But 
the government will stake me for 
seed if we ever get rain, and I'm 
going to hang on," declares Bryan. 

“This country isn't going to bum 
up and blow away. And, boy, 
when rain comes we are going to 
raise some real wheat out here 
again.”

Here is Dana’s record of arrival: 
"Friday, May 8, 1835. Arrived at 
San Diego. Here we found the 
little harbor deserted.” 

If Dana hod the privilege of 
viewing San Diego today he would 
see a far different picture from 
the one that greeted him a hun¬ 
dred years ago Not a small har¬ 
bor but a large one. Alive with 
merchant and war ships, with a 
beautiful city overlooking an in¬ 
viting and imposing panorama of 
commercial activity. 

Not long hefore his arrival In 
San Diego Dana had been at 
Capistrano loading hides onto 
tho “Pilgrim,” preparatory to 
his return voyage to Boston. His 
experience In and around the 
mission city is Interestingly re¬ 
lated. Of the country he wrote 
that It "stretched out for miles, 
as far as the eye could reach, on 
a level, table surface; and the 
only habitation in sight was the 
small white mission of San 
Juan Capistrano, with a few 
Indian huts about it, standing in 
a small hn>'ow, about a mile 
from where we were.” 

It was from the n. ssion that 
hides were carted to Dana Point, 
thrown over the cliff to the men 
on the beacn, and then carried on 
their heads out to the boat. Dana

That Valencia oranges are bigger 
than they have been for three 
years was disclose I today in a re¬ 
port from D. D. Waynlck's asso¬ 
ciation laboratory, Anaheim. 

Outside fruit taken from 19 
groves average 229 to the box as 
compared to 230 a year ago. In 
1930 thif fruit measured 201 to 
the box. Inside fruit, Waynick 
found, runs 251 to the box as com¬ 
pared to 269 last year and 244 in 
1932. 

Because the market demands 
different sizes each year, these 
reports have no bearing on prob¬ 
able 1935 prices. 

Medium and large Valencias are 
maturing slightly sooner than they 
did last year, Farm Commissioner 
D. W. Tubbs says. Smaller sizes, 
however, are not passing the ma¬ 
turity test as is usually the case 
at this time. 

Valencias have grown in size 
during the past month less than at 
any time since 1929, according to 
Waynick. Cold weather and late 
rains were the cause, Tubbs said.

Different in Other Days 

“Heart oalm legislation proba¬ 
bly originated when the marriage 
relation wa3 regarded more sor¬ 
didly than it is now.

She demanded remune¬ 
ration. The attitude points to the 
importance the girl placed on the 
economic advantage which would 
come to her through marriage. 

“There is something funny any¬ 
way about most people who fall 
in love. They seem to have a pat¬ 
tern which the other person must 
meet. Of course, the other per¬ 
son doesn’t fit the pattern, but 
the pattern-maker is always just 
as surprised about the five-hun¬ 
dredth time he discovers the fact 
as he was the first.

Naval Appropriations 
Bill Sent to Senate 

WASHINGTON, Friday, May 
10 </Pi—The Senate appropriations 
committee yesterday reported the 
navy appropriations bill to the 
senate after restoring the full 
$23,380,000 for beginning construc¬ 
tion of 24 new replacement ships 
which the house had cut in half. 

The restoration, however, does 
not call for additional appropria¬ 
tions as the committee recom¬ 
mended starting the whole new 
construction program with the 
$11,690,000 provided by the house 
and a like amount of unobligated 
balances in existing navy funds. 

A total of $7,500,000 of the un¬ 
obligated funds would be taken 
from an eliminated house provision 
calling for use of that amount in 
research work to aid the navy.

The cost will 
be about one dollar per month per 
unit of equipment, Jerome said. 

The Faber organization has dis¬ 
covered that in this area, with s 
high grade of oil, crank case 
draining is necessary only at about 
3500-mile intervals, Jerome said.

WASHINGTON, Friday, May 10. 
OP)—The new deal's bid for greater 
power over money and credit came 
face to face with a senate critic 
today after winning overwhelming 
approval in the house yesterday. 

Marriner S. Eccles, governor of 
the federal reserve board, was 
summoned before a senate sub¬ 
committee to answer questions 
about the omnibus banking bill 
which the house passed, 271 to 110. 

Senator Carter Glass (democrat, 
Virginia), chairman of the sub¬ 
committee, has opposed some of 
the powers which the measure 
would concentrate in Washington. 

Leaders predicted there would be 
no action on the bill on the senate 
floor for several weeks, but they 
foresaw a bitter controversy imme¬ 
diately before the Glass sub-com¬ 
mittee. 

House passage of the bill came 
after that body had smashed down 
a proposal by Rep. Cross (demo¬ 
crat, Texas) to make the federal 
reserve system a central govern¬ 
ment-owned bank. 

Cross proposed that the secre¬ 
tary of the treasury be authorized 
to buy $140,000,000 worth of stock 
in the 12 central reserve banks, 
now held by the 7000 reserve mem¬ 
ber bands. Rep. Williams (demo¬ 
crat, Missouri) contended such a 
move would be an unconstitutional 
seizure of property, and the pro¬ 
posal was rejected, 112 to 61. 

House republicans tried unsuc¬ 
cessfully to eliminate sections of 
the bill which would extend presi¬ 
dential control over the federal re¬ 
serve board, extend reserve board 
control over reserve banks, allow 
the reserve board to tell the 12 
federal reserve hanks when to buy 
or sell government securities, and 
permit the reserve board to vary 
the reserves member banks must 
maintain against deposits to "pre¬ 
vent injurious credit expansion or 
contraction."

Experiment to Revive 
"Frozen" Dog Planned 
By Hollywood Doctor 

LOS ANGELES, Friday, May 10 
lfp) — Another scientific experi¬ 
ment, this time a dog, to de¬ 
termine if life can be restored 
after a painless death by freezing 
may be made by Dr. Ralph Wil¬ 
lard, Hollywood research chemist. 

The dog, which was to have been 
chloroformed today in a veterinary 
hospital because of an incurable 
ailment, was granted a brief re¬ 
prieve, pending decision by city 
authorities whether the canine 
could be given to Dr. Willard for 
the experiment. 

The Hollywood chemist re¬ 
cently said he brought a guinea 
pig back to a normal life after 
It had been frozen for several 
days. He says he is confident 
his gradual thawing out process 
will do the same for the dog 
after It is dead. 

Dr. C. C. Warn, general manager 
of the city humane department, 
said he would confer with Dr. 
Willard later today to determine 
whether the proposed experiment 
would violate the law. 

“The experiment will not be 
cruel,” Dr. Willard said. “The 
dog will be chloroformed pain¬ 
lessly and then, while uncon¬ 
scious, will be frozen to death. 

If the experiment is sanctioned 
by the city authorities, Bryan 
Dillard, assistant to the chemist, 
said it would be conducted pri¬ 
marily to determine whether freez¬ 
ing will kill the disease from which 
the dog is suffering. The effort 
to restore life after death by 
freezing would be secondary, Dil¬ 
lard said.

\ a /HEN does the business man have time to take care 
/ of his own business? 

The inquiry is pertinent, considered from the stand¬ 
point of club and organization multiplicities. Few busi¬ 
ness men remain unidentified with some civic promotion 
that calls for time, thought and expense. Many belong 
to a number of them. They are called upon not only to 
assume but also to carry community responsibilities away 
beyond what is equitable, and to the exclusion of attention 
they could devote profitably to their own investments. 
They respond because they have a vital and at the same 
time an unselfish interest in their city. 

What they are doing may be of direct benefit to you, 
and of practically none to themselves. When their activity 
is measured from that angle they appear as civic benefac¬ 
tors, and fortunate is the community that has within its 
personnel men and women willing to take the time to do 
those things which many refuse. 

The Journal could enumerate indefinitely projects 
that have called for long hours of study; men who have 
met these situations, and too often suffered from a lack 
of public appreciation or understanding. Yet they have 
again and again responded to public appeal, because they 
realized they were assisting their city, and ignored the 
complaints of the individual. 

When a city can claim that kind of a. citizenship it 
means progress, and Santa Ana has a distinction in that 
respect both enviable and desirable. 

Very few of the business men are without this visual- 
ity. They attend service clubs, chamber of commerce, fra¬ 
ternal orders, and commercial organizations. During these 
sessions there develop community problems, and then 
some one must be selected to see they are carried to a 
successful conclusion. It is amazing the amount of time 
required to accomplish all of the work involved, and 
naturally provoked the inquiry at the beginning of this

DEATH AND TAXES 

T HE state of California is trying to lift its income so that 
it will equal its outgo. And when that happens the 
taxpayer will get it where Katie wore the beads. From 
the earliest dawn of American political life candidates for 
office have promised to reduce taxes, whereas they nave 
steadily advanced. Naturally national expenses should 
increase as our country has expanded from one coast to 
the other, and there has been something doing in that 
great midwest section of our nation. From a mere hand¬ 
ful of people we now have a population of some 130,000,000. 
It takes more money to take care of more people. 

There does arise, however, that inquiry as to whether 
there is not a great duplication in governmental operation, 
and if there is not also a disposition to retain political 
control by creation of commissions, bureaus, etc., so that 
the party in power can remain in power. To follow such 
a course adds to the burden of taxation, and taxation 
comes from the people. 

It is apparent to students of political economy that 
there will be no relief until overhead is reduced. Unless 
what we create brings to the producer more than he owes, 
the incentive for even living has been removed. It is much 
better to remove the causes of high taxes than the indi¬ 
vidual who creates the productivity that pays the taxes. 
It is the old story again—death and taxes.
